BUS RIDING 

What to do first—The first 
step is to pick-up the tele- 
phone and call our Transit In- 
formation Service. Tell us 
where you are, where you 
want to go, and what time you 
want to be there. We'll tell you 
where to catch your bus, what 
time it leaves, and where to 
get off. In short, we'll plan 


your route for you. Call 
| 637-2437. 
About Transfers—If you 


need to change from one bus 
to another in order to reach 
your destination, you will be 
given a transfer at no addi- 
tional cost. YOU MUST ASK 
YOUR BUS OPERATOR FOR 
IT WHEN YOU PAY YOUR 
FARE. A transfer slip permits 
you to change to three more 
buses, if necessary. Transfers 
are valid for two hours and 
they cannot be used for a re- 
turn trip, but only for on-going 
connections. 

How to Get Timetables for 
your Route—Your Metrobus 
operator will have timetables 
available for the particular 
route you are on. If you need 
timetables for routes other 
than the one you are presently 
riding call our Timetable Of- 
| fice, 637-1261. 


` 
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Board with the Exact Fare— 
When you board your bus 
you'll be expected to pay the 
exact fare in cash, tickets or 
tokens. Metrobus operators do 
not Carry money nor do they 
sell tickets or tokens. There are 
over 250 Metrobus Ticket 
Outlets where you can pur- 
chase commuter tickets and 
by cash, check or 
money order. To find the 
outlet nearest you call 637- 
1328. 

Suggestions, Inquiries, Prob- 
lems?—Our Consumer Affairs 
Office is staffed Monday thru 
Friday to take care of any sug- 
gestions, inquiries or problems 
that may arise as you ride the 
bus. If you have a specific 
problem regarding a specific 
bus it will be helpful to give 
the Consumer Representative 
the bus block number. This 
number identifies each bus 
and will aid the Consumer 
Representative -in taking ap- 
propriate action. The block, 
number is located in the lower 
left hand corner of the wind- 
shield. (White numbers on 
black background). Please call

and 5:00 p.m.

ONE-WAY 25th? 


At the next Foggy Bottom 
Association meeting, a repre- 
sentative from the D.C. City 
Council and the. Highway 
Department will discuss with 


Foggy Bottom residents vari- 


ous alternatives for resolving 
the inconveniences caused by 
making 25th Street one-way 
northbound between H and K 
Street. 

-In March 1974 Foggy Bot- 
tom residents submitted a pe- 
tition consisting of nine pages 


of signatures to the District of 
Columbia Highway Depart- 
ment and Police Department. 

After receiving this petition 
the Highway Department 
made a traffic engineering 
study and attended a Foggy 
Bottom Association meeting 
where the problem of early 
morning noisy truck traffic 
was discussed. 

As a result of these efforts, 
25th Street was recently made 
one-way northbound between 
H and K Streets NW. 


Since then other residents 
have complained about the 
restricted access and egress 
caused by the one way street 
and have drawn up a petition 
to alleviate their inconven- 
ience. 

We urge all those who are in 
any way affected by the 25th 
Street traffic pattern to attend 
the next Foggy Bottom Associ- 
ation meeting on Tuesday 
October 29. 


FREE TRANSPORTATION 
FOR THE ELDERLY 


The program—the Senior 
Citizens Areawide Motor Pool 
(SCAMP)—will be operated by 
Barney Neighborhood House 
under a $78,843 contract with 
the District. It will be ~ad- 


ministered by the Department 


of Human Resources. 

The grant includes some 
$59,000 from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare Administration on the 
Aging and matching funds 
from the city. 

The funds will provide for 
five staff members, who will 
work for Barney Neighbor- 
hood House and who will re- 
cruit the volunteers and co- 
ordinate assignments. 

The program is expected to 
begin operating this month. 


Under the new program, 
some 300 volunteers who own 
their own automobiles will be 
recruited. Most of the volun- 
teers will be senior citizens, 
although volunteering house- 
wives and students will be ac- 
cepted. 

Each volunteer will agree to 
provide one door-to-door 
round trip for a senior citizen 
each month in return for ex- 
pense incurred. 

Requests for transportation 
will be accepted from senior 
citizens or professionals who 
work with senior citizens for 
trips which would be difficult 
or impossible by other means 
of transportation. Persons over 
age 65 who can walk to and 
from a car will be accepted for 
the program. 


Under the SCAMP program, 
telephone clerks will maintain 
a roster of volunteers. They 
will receive requests for ser- 
vice, and a supervisor will de- 
termine if the request falls 
within the range of SCAMP 
services. 

If the request is approved, a 
volunteer will be contacted, 
and the clerk will make final 
arrangements with the volun- 
teer and the person who will 
receive transportation. The 
volunteer’s card will then be 
inactive until the following 
month.
